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Council to seek 
special legislation

AGAWAM - In a very close 
vote, the Agawam City Council 
voted last Monday night in favor 
of allowing Community Preser- 
vation Act funds to be used by 
seniors on fixed income as well 
as other families in low-income 
situations. 

The next step will be to peti- 
tion State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga 
and State Sen. John Velis to en- 
act special legislation allowing 
housing funds in the CPA to be 
used for the income-deficient 
population. 

The proposal was made by 
Councilor George Bitzas back 
in early June, and was tabled for 
the past two months. Councilors 
Anthony Suffriti and Dino Mer- 
cadante signed on as co-spon- 
sors. 

Bitzas’ proposal stated there 
is $883,360.16 in just the afford- 


able housing account of the 
CPA funds. There is more than 
$3.7 million total in unused CPA 
funds, though some was recent- 
ly appropriated for the Captain 
Charles Leonard House. 

Money that is used in the af- 
fordable housing category is typ- 
ically to build affordable hous- 
ing for resident. Agawam has a 
major deficiency in affordable 
housing and has for many years. 
A housing advisory committee 
was established several years 
ago to study and come up with 
proposals to improve the afford- 
able housing stock. 

The resolution, however, is 
seeking to help those already 
living in town who cannot afford 
to make needed repairs to their 
homes. 

Taxpayers have been paying 
into the CPA fund for the past 20 
years, and with price increases

AGAWAM - With the school 
year fast approaching and the 
emergence and the uptick in case 
counts due to the Delta Variant of 
the coronavirus. 

According to Agawam Pub- 
lic Health Nurse Sherry Petrucci, 
more than half of the town is fully 
vaccinated in statistics released 
last week. 

However, Hampden County 
has the lowest vaccination rate in 
the state, with only about 50 per- 
cent fully vaccinated. A lot of that 
is due to a substantially low vacci- 
nation rate in neighboring Spring- 
field, the largest city in the county. 

“Agawam is slightly above the 
county vaccination rate, said 
Petrucci. “We are doing well, but 


can do better.’ 
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Petrucci did not have the spe- 
cific number of people in down 
that have been vaccinated, but 
there is a strong percentage of the 
older population that is fully vac- 
cinated. Early in the vaccination 
process, Agawam did have rolling 
clinics go through many of the re- 
tirement and long-term nursing 
facilities. 

Current numbers show that 
residents 70 percent of residents 
age 75 and older are fully vacci- 
nated. About 79 percent of resi- 
dents age 65-74 are fully vaccinat- 
ed, and 66 percent of residents age 
50-64 are fully vaccinated. 

The Pfizer vaccine is available 
for teenagers age 12 to 15, and 
31 percent of that population in 
town is vaccinated and Petrucci is 
encouraging parents to get more

n August 3, 
1958, USS 
Nautilus, the 


world’s inaugural nuclear-powered 
submarine, turned into the first seago- 
ing vessel to reach the North Pole from 
Point Barrow, Alaska, to Iceland. 

According to History.com, “Much 
larger than the diesel-electric subma- 
rines that preceded it, the Nautilus 
stretched 319 feet and displaced 3,180 
tons. It could remain submerged for 
almost unlimited periods because its 
atomic engine needed no air and only a 
very small quantity of nuclear fuel. The 
uranium-powered nuclear reactor pro- 
duced steam that drove propulsion tur- 
bines, allowing the Nautilus to travel un- 
derwater at speeds in excess of 20 knots.” 

In those days, readings that exceeded 
85 degrees north of the equator, along 
the 85th parallel—sometimes, became 
messy; to counter that condition, Sperry 
Rand built a special gyrocompass to sta- 
bilize the risk.

Sonia Sotomayor 

On Aug. 9, 2009, Sonia Sotomayor be- 
came the first Hispanic to serve on the 
U.S. Supreme Court. She was appointed 
by President Barack Obama. Eighteen 
years earlier, President George H.W. 
Bush's nomination had propelled her to 
the U.S. District Court of the Southern 
District of New York; in 1997, she was 
elevated to the Court of Appeals for the 
Second Circuit. 

As a child growing up in the projects, 
Sotomayor was galvanized by television's 
Perry Mason, to study law; in 1979, she 
received her J.D. from Yale Law School. 

Justice Sotomayor won the Grateful 
American Book Prize in 2019 for her 
memoir, “The Beloved World of Sonia 
Sotomayor: One of the co-founders of 
the Prize, said at the time, “it’s a com- 
pelling life-lesson for America’s adoles- 
cents. It also embodies the essence of 
the Prize, which is to encourage seventh 
to ninth graders to read historical fiction 
and nonfiction” 

Social Security 

On Aug. 14, 1935, President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt signed the Social Secu- 
rity Act, into law, and suddenly, millions 
of retirees had a safety net of income. 

When Roosevelt became president in 
1933, the country was thrashing about 
with great unemployment, poverty, and 
mass desperation. He devised his “New 
Deal? to help those, in particular, who 
needed assistance. 

The Works Progress Administration 
and the Civilian Conservation Corps, in 
contrast, provided more vigorous Amer- 
icans with access to employment oppor- 
tunities.

CPA vote will help fixed-income seniors 


Dear Editor, 

The Agawam City Council 
voted, with 6 yes, 4 no and 1 
absent, to support TR-2021-43 
resolution to petition state leg- 
islators to sponsor legislation 
that permits community pres- 
ervation act (CPA) funds for af- 
fordable housing to be used by 
seniors on a fixed income and 
low-income residents for home 
maintenance and repairs. 

I would like to thank Coun- 
cilors Dino Mercadante and 
Antony Suffriti, who co-spon- 
sored my resolution, and also 
Council President Christopher 
Johnson, Council Vice-Pres- 
ident Cecilia Calabrese, and 
Councilor Mario Tedeschi for 
supporting this resolution. I 
also thank Mayor William Sa- 


pelli who signed the approval 
of this legislation. 

We currently have in all CPA 
accounts $3,713,960.63 and an- 
other $723,218.00 coming to us 
for fiscal year 2022 for a total of 
$4,437,178.00. Out of this mon- 
ey we have in the affordable 
fund account we have already 
$883,360.016 and $72,321.00 for 
the fiscal year 2022 for a total 
$955,681.00. For the last twen- 
ty years, seniors and low-in- 
come home owners have been 
paying a surcharge and have 
not been able to apply for CPA 
community housing funds or 
repairs to a privately owned 
residence based on state law. 
That is why with this resolu- 
tion we are asking State Sena- 
tor John Velis and State Repre- 


sentative Nicholas Boldyga to 
enact special legislation that 
permits the state a to amend 
the law and assist fixed income 
seniors and low-income home 
residents during these difficult 
economic times. 

I strongly, believe along with 
my fellow councilors who voted 
to support this resolution, that 
this is the right thing to do. 

State Senator John Velis’s 
Chief of Staff Katie Verra has 
already had a meeting with 
Senate Counsel and they are 
working on this issue. State 
Representative Nicholas Boldy- 
ga has emailed me and he is al- 
ready to work with us on this. 
I would like to thank them and 
their staff for their support.

Concrete failures in Florida hit close to home

he sudden collapse of the 
| Champlain Towers condo- 
minium in Surfside, Flor- 
ida recently has left more than 
150 people unaccounted for, 16 
dead, and countless affected at 
the time of this writing. Structur- 
al problems first noted during a 
2018 inspection are being scruti- 
nized as a potential cause for the 
destruction, but at this time the 
focus has remained on clearing 
the rubble and identifying both 
victims and survivors, although 
that has officially ended. The in- 
vestigation into the collapse is 
likely to take months and may 
find no single definitive cause. 
As we've watched the situa- 
tion unfold, and more informa- 
tion about the available warning 


signs has come to light, we are 
reminded of the concrete infra- 
structure failures that remain 
in place here in the northeast, 
where thousands of homes are 
deteriorating as a result of a rare 
iron sulfide mineral, pyrrhotite, 
in the concrete aggregate. When 
exposed to water and oxygen the 
mineral expands, causing the 
concrete to crack in a web pat- 
tern until it degrades and fails. 
While the mineral is rare it is 
estimated that as many as 2,000 
homes in central and Western 
Massachusetts have been built 
with this material, and Con- 
necticut has documented and 
started the repair process on 
more than 1,600 affected homes 
dating back to last year. 
Massachusetts currently has 
a foundation testing reimburse- 
ment program in place, refund- 


ing visual and core sample in- 
spections by licensed engineers, 
but no mechanism for funding 
the actual repairs necessary to 
keep these homes livable. The 
most proven solution currently 
to remedy the problem is to lift 
the home off of the existing foun- 
dation and replace it with an un- 
affected one: at a cost of $150,000 
to $250,000 per house. 

The Champlain Towers col- 
lapse was an issue that could 
have been remediated if the 
necessary funds were dedicated 
and repairs made. The structural 
problems identified in 2018 went 
unresolved and unchecked until 
they reached a literal breaking 
point, a deadly occurrence that 
it is impossible to put a price 
tag on in hindsight. In this case,

I did finish 
mulching (just how long can someone 
leave mulch on a tarp on the lawn with 
out it killing the grass, anyway?) and the 
irises in the perennial garden are nice 
and tidy (although the mass planting 
near the garden shed needs serious help). 
The edge of the perennial garden was 
trimmed and all of the Ox-eye daisy that 
self-sowed in the bed were removed. But 
I still can’t bear to cut back spent purple 
coneflowers or the Liatris spikes because 
the birds like the seeds. 

Honestly, will I ever have a_ pic- 
ture-perfect yard? Likely not. I do have 
aspirations but it’s doubtful in my pres- 
ent state that I will ever achieve such a 
lofty goal. I think part of the problem is 
that I tread lightly. Rarely do I spray for 
bugs even with natural remedies and I’ve 
never used an herbicide in my life. There 
isn’t an ounce of me that’s heavy-hand- 
ed, either, that’s probably where the jun- 
gle part comes in.

move the anise hyssop, black-eyed Susan 
or catnip plants even though they don't 
belong where they popped up, say in the 
raspberry patch, the vegetable garden or 
the walkways of the raised beds.

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they had one however: $16.2 million for 
the total repair and restoration at a cost 
to homeowners ranging from $80,000 for 
a one-bedroom unit to more than $300,000 
for the penthouse suite. High costs, of 
course, particularly for individuals who 
had purchased the units without knowing 
the underlying structural issues at hand or 
the devastation that might occur if left un- 
checked. 

Much like the process with pyrrhotite 
this was a slow-moving disaster where 
the natural elements exposed issues in the 
building’s construction until the materials 
inevitably failed. While the science sur- 
rounding the type of decay is different, the 
outcome is the same. The concrete deteri- 
orates, people are displaced, and lives are 
changed forever. 

With nearly $5 billion in American Res- 
cue Plan Act stimulus funding available to 
the state we are in a unique position where 
we may be able to address monetary short- 
falls in rapid fashion, and direct funding 
towards projects that yield immediate div- 
idends to our constituents. Set into a fund 


to be appropriated by the legislature, this 
money could become available in the near 
future and make an enormous impact in 
our communities. 

Given this influx of funding it is imper- 
ative that we look at problems effecting 
homeowners that haven't been addressed, 
and we feel that the deteriorating homes in 
our state demand attention. We should not 
shy away from acting on this issue because 
of the price tag, the large upfront cost of 
each individual repair, particularly at a 
time when the state is awash with cash. 

Instead of continuing to debate the 
merits of spending the money to help af- 
fected families, discussing who should be 
responsible for footing the bill after the 
courts have ruled that the neither the con- 
tractors, insurance companies, nor bank- 
rupt concrete supplier can be held liable, 
we can dedicate money from this pool of 
federal funding to help them directly. This 
is not an unheard of thought; as mentioned 
before, the state of Connecticut has estab- 
lished a reimbursement program for the 
exact same issue, from the same supplier 
and led by spending over $120 million for 
repairs. It simply requires attention and ac-

tion from the leaders in our state, at a time 
where inaction would be immoral. 

House and Senate leaders plan to hold 
public hearings and gather input on how 
to spend the funding in the future, and we 
urge our colleagues to advocate for these 
families in Massachusetts who have been 
dealt a hand directly countering the Amer- 
ican dream of owning a home that you can 
call your own. These people did everything 
right, followed every step they needed to 
along the path towards home ownership 
which many consider their primary asset 


in life. Failure to come to their aid would 
be akin to letting the results of a natural di- 
saster impact an area without state or fed- 
eral help; a tornado path that tears up Main 
Street and is never repaired while home 
values plummet and the town suffers. 

By appropriating this money for reim- 
bursement in the future we allow these 
individuals to move forward, safely, toward 
remediating their homes and give them 
the stability they need without waiting for 
a tragic collapse in our own state to spur 
action.

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the school committee to get things done?’ 

Sapelli said that while the mayor’s of- 
fice is what people see the most, but noth- 
ing can get done without the collaborative 
work within government. 

He said when he started campaigning 
years ago, his slogan was to unify local gov- 
ernment and have civility, and he feels that 
he and his team has done that as he, the city 
council and the school committee has got- 
ten a lot done. 

This includes dealing with and moving 
through COVID, doing the infrastructure, 
streets and sidewalks, properties in town 
and more.

“We're in a good shape now because we 
have been doing a lot of street work the last 
four years,’ said Sapelli. “No more playing 
catch up, and now everyone wants their 
street done.’ People have noticed the work 
being done, and many people turned out 
the the campaign kickoff, they signed in at 


the beginning and received a Sapelli Sup- 
porter sticker before going the crowd and 
getting change to greet the mayor. 

Sapelli gave a short speech, and from the 
top of his head speaking about the years 
he’s had as Mayor so far and that hed like to 
continue the job, and continue the unified 
partnership he’s buildit with the city coun- 
cil, school committee, and other offices in 
the town’s government. 

“It’s been a gratifying experience because 
I think, I really believe; and I’m hearing it 
from the residents we've accomplished an 
awful lot; Sapelli said.

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of their children vaccinated, though there is 
not enough time now to have a teenager ful- 
ly vaccinated before the school year begins. 

Petrucci emphasized the danger of the 
Delta Variant locally. 

“The Delta variant has been identified in 
Massachusetts,’ she said. “And we can as- 
sume it is in Agawam. According to MDPH 
it has been identified in approximately 50% 
of the samples tested for the variant. Those 
vaccinated have a decreased chance of de- 
veloping the Delta variant which is more 
virulent than other strains. Should those 
vaccinated become infected with the Delta 
variant, symptoms are usually mild or non- 
existent. Unlike unvaccinated, those who 
develop symptoms from the Delta variant 


are more severe, resulting in hospitaliza- 
tion? 

The Agawam Public Schools are cur- 
rently not requiring students wear masks 
indoors in school, though a number of oth- 
er school districts have already gone that 
route, including Springfield and Easthamp- 
ton. Mayor William Sapelli has gone on re- 
cord stating he is not inclined to bring back 
any mask mandates unless the state goes 
that route. 

Petrucci said vaccination can be re- 
ceived at four locations.

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and limited resources since the COVID-19 
pandemic, there has been an increased 
need to help those in low- or fixed-income 
situations to repair existing problems. 

CPA funds are used for historical pres- 
ervation projects, affordable housing, and 
open space and recreation. Many years 
after the CPA was established by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, the laws 
were relaxed to allow for funds to be used 
on existing parks and open space projects.

Bitzas second Johnson's proposal. 
Johnson’s amendment would make the 
special legislation act like how low-in- 
come residents receive funds through the 
Community Development Block Grant 
program. 

Councilors Robert Rossi and Rose- 
mary Sandlin both questioned whether 
or not the state legislature would support 
the amendment. 

“The CPA was not designed for this,’ 
said Rossi. “Youre asking to put discre- 
tionary rules in there.” 

The amendment passed 6-4. The main 
resolution passed 6-4 as well. Bitzas, John- 
son, Suffriti, Mercadante, Mario Tedeschi, 
and Cecilia Calabrese voted in favor while 
Sandlin, Cavallo, Rossi, and Gerry Smith 
voted against.

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Legislation filed to improve swimming safety 


BOSTON - In an effort to increase pub- 
lic safety and awareness at state parks and 
beaches, Gov. Charlie Baker will file legisla- 
tion today to increase fines for swimming 
outside designated waterfronts across 
the Commonwealth. The legislation, “An 
Act Relative to Enhanced Enforcement of 
Swimming Limitations,’ would increase 
the maximum fine to $500 for entering or 
swimming in any waters on Department of 
Conservation and Recreation (DCR) prop- 
erty that are not designated for swimming. 
The legislation would provide an appropri- 
ate penalty for swimming in unsafe areas 
and deter park visitors from considering 
these dangerous activities. 

“Swimming at undesignated water- 
fronts is dangerous and too often leads to 
tragic consequences, and this legislation is 
part of a comprehensive plan to discour- 


age risky behavior and ensure the safety 
of visitors to our state parks and beaches,’ 
said Governor Charlie Baker. “While we 
encourage all to visit our beautiful coastal 
and inland beaches, we urge the public to 
exercise caution and not swim at any body 
of water that has not been designated for 
swimming by state or local authorities.” 

“From the Berkshires to Cape Cod, Mas- 
sachusetts is home to many waterbodies 
and coastlines offering great opportuni- 
ties for outdoor recreation; however, we 
have already seen far too many tragic acci- 
dental drownings occur already this year; 
said Lieutenant Governor Karyn Polito. 
“We look forward to working with our col- 
leagues in the Legislature to move quickly 
on these important changes.” 

Under current law, penalties for violat- 
ing DCR’s rules and regulations vary de- 


pending on whether a property was once 
part of the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion, with fines ranging from $20 to $200. 
The filed legislation establishes a uniform 
maximum fine of $500 for entering or 
swimming in waters other than those des- 
ignated for swimming by DCR. 

At its many designated waterfronts 
throughout the state, DCR offers services 
like clearly marked swimming areas with 
ropes and buoys, lifeguards on-duty, and 
water quality testing. Undesignated wa- 
terfronts do not receive such services, 
and may also have hazardous features like 
murky water, steep slopes, and aquatic 
plant species, creating a potentially dan- 
gerous situation for swimmers. 

DCR has been coordinating with the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Energy and Environmental 
Affairs, the Massachusetts State Police and 


the Massachusetts Environmental Police to 
implement new measures to enhance pub- 
lic safety and discourage swimming at un- 
designated waterfronts. DCR has produced 
and posted dozens of new swimming safe- 
ty signs at DCR parks and beaches. These 
signs will be in multiple languages at select 
areas such as Houghton’s Pond within the 
Blue Hills State Reservation in Canton. 
DCR has also increased outreach for the 
agency's Learn to Swim program, which of- 
fers free swimming lessons at 12 locations 
statewide for people of all ages. 

Recently, DCR announced that it has 
increased lifeguard pay from $17/hour, 
or $18/hour for head guards, to $20/hour 
and $21/hour. Lifeguards who remain 
committed for the entire season with DCR 
will also receive a $500 bonus at the end of 
the season.
